Death or Jesse James Only Saves His 
Double From Prison Term. 

There is hardly a school boy in 
Kentucky who is not familiHr 
with the history of the exploit* 
of the James brothers, who for 
years terrorized various sections 
of the Uuited 8tates by robbing 
mail trains, banks aud citizens. 
Associated with them were the 
•Younser brothers— dole, Bob and 
Jim Younger— who were finally 
convicted and given long terms 
in the penitentiary at Still- 
water, Minnesota. 

But that Jesse James had a 
double, who lives, moves and has 
bis being in Allen county, and 
whose resem^l.iuce to the Mif- 
souri bandit was so striking that 
be was once convicted and Ben- 
tenceil to a prison term for o 
crime committed by him is not 
so veil known, but it is true 
nevertheless. The recent pub- 
lication regarding the effort to 
be made to induce the Federal 
Government to make of the 
Mammoth Oave a National Park, 
recalled the story to au old-tim- 
er, who recited it in the follow- 
ing language: 

"The James boys were often 
in Logan county after the close 
of the Oml War, aud had a ren- 
dezvous on K i River, near the 
town of Adairville. Travel to 
Mammoth O.tve was then entire 
ly overland from Cave Ony, and 
80 heavy was the traffic and con 
atant the visitors that Mr. Mc- 
Coy, proprietor of the Mammoth 
Cave stage, made an immense 
fortune out of the traffic. One 
of his most trusted helpers and 
lieutenauts was Mr P W D pp, 
who fur the prat di>z u years ln;s 
been Chief E igineer of the Ken- 
tucky Branch Penitentiary at 
Kddyville. On one occmiou Mr. 
Depn turned over In his :-hiet 
$1,000 as the result of one daj 'a 
travel to aud from the cave. 
6 KDe J <-ars i^n Mr. D 'p|J com- 
plete.] a ptrf<ci fac nnn!e ..t tl.e 
old stage coach, which figures in 
the famous robbery. If uhbh

charge of being implicated in 
any knowledge of the robbery. 

"The case was given to the 
jury and verpict was soon reach 
ed given Hunt a term in the 
Frankfort penitentiary. Before 
he was transferred however. 
Bub Ford shot and killed Jesse 
James in Kansas City. Mo., and 
in the vest pocket of the dead 
bandit was found the watch, 
which was taken from Judue 
R mndtree on the morning of the 
iobbery. A picture of Jesse 
James was printed in the Cou- 
rier-Journal and the Mt. Sterling 
jurist, who never believed Hunt 
guilty, went to the Capitol, 
where Governor Preston H. Les 
lie issued a pardon for him.

Nature Worship Reflected In Use of 
Mistletoe at Christmas 



A great many years ago, before the 
time of Christianity, the oak tree, and 
especially the mistletoe, growing out 
of the heart of the oak, were rever- 
enced for their supposed affinity with 
the sun. The Druids worshiped the 
sun as the one supreme god, and be- 
lieved the oak to be In some way as- 
sociated with the sun because they 
made lire by rubbing oak sticks to- 
gether, the oak being at once the most 
common tree and the most suitable 
for the purpose. Twloe each year 
these Celtic priests gave a religious 
festival In honor of the sun, their 
places of worship being In »he oak 
groves. In June, when the sun was 
known to have ceased mounting high- 
er in the heavens, the Druids gave 
thanks, because a nearer approach of 
the sun was thought to be possible, 
and this, of course, would result In the 
burning up of the earth. In Decem- 
ber, at the time of the shortest days, 
the Druids prepared a celebration In 
honor of the sun's turning back from 
his downward Journey, which was rec- 
ognized as the days began to grow 
longer. This second celebration was 
quite naturally the happiest time, the 
people holdlnr the sun In such fear 
in June. It was then the mistletoe 
was honored aa being the very essence 
of the oak.

"Space ta of no value without 
aemething to fill it. To fill apace - 
that It will bring reaulte requii 
•rains. 

"Drees up your ad and make It at- 
tractive aud forceful. A Judicious 
use oT white space should be com- 
bined with the proper way of word 
ing and arranging the ad. An ad 
set solid does not hit the mark. 

Mr. Stevens emphasized the necea- 
aity of patronising home Dapeie 
rather than an outside agenc* , 
which get* a rakeofl ou tne work, »U 
percent, of which ahould be done 
near home. 

"You are likely to find that Items 
af intereat lu which the name oi 
your luatitutlon might appear aie 
missing wbta your advertialng Is 
placed away from home," auid he. 
' They might be of considerable 
value to you. theae little items, and 
you wonder why they are overlook 
ad. Place your advertising with 
the paper direct aud co-operate with 
them in turnlahmg newa which will 
be of general Interest and Into 
wbleb they will be glad to mention 
the name of your institution aa a 
•ore of exotiauge of courtesy." 

Among other thlnga he aald : 

"Time waa when the bank adver- 
tisement, If It appeared at all, wa- 
Mathinir more nor leas than the 
stereotyped form of title, oapitai 
and deposits and the namea of the 
afflcera and dlreotora. and it ia to be 
regretted that thta form ot adver- 
tisement is In common use today 
The money apent In such advertis- 
ing ia money thrown away. 

"It ia dlffloult to aet d«wu any 
hard and fast rules to guide the 
hank advertiser. Local oandltinns 
of necessity have much to do with 
the atyle of advertising to be adopt- 
ed; but there ia oue thing which 
must be observed .in bank adver 
Using and that is to preaerve the 
dignity of the Institution. 

"Another iron-clad rule ia per- 
sistency oeupled with Judgment. 
'IWrnuch advertising, and I do not 
believe that I err wh«n I say that 
76 per cent, of the advertising not 
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purchased. This spacy and at 
oiiiet epjkfte purchased haa no vail 
until something la put into it. It 
!1I8| !.v to mufti raw materml whic 
must bo made marketable befoi 
you can realise on the Investmon 
••Ihla la where so many adv. 
tiser> show their lack of judgineii 
They buy a 11,000 01 $20,000 wortli < 
apaoeayeat. but fail to spend a 
adequate amount for the direct pui 
poae of filling In that apace. It la 
only in the intelligent and Judicial 
use of this apace that they can ex- 
pect reeults. 

•'I havo often been arked what 
mediums give the best results for 
bank advertising. The newspapers 
stand pre-eminent In the local field. 

Don't permit your ad to be 
changed around to suit any oue'a 
fancy and in preparing copy fur 
your advertialng another Important 
element to bear in mind ia the judl 
otous use ot white space. White 
space in itself is an iad. Qlanoe 
through the pages ot your paper and 
notice the ads which are set solid 
full of reading matter from top to 
bottom, and from margia to margin- 
No matter how Interesting the 
text of the ad may be it does not 
strike the «ye and nine out of ten 
people will pass it by. But c 
pare this kind of advertising with 
the ad of a few words set In the 
center of wide spaoe. It catches the 
eye immediately and you will read 
it even against your will. 

The best form of copy beyond all 
question, and I am not merely stat- 
i ig my own personal opinion, but 
am quoting the opinion of some or 
the most able bank officials, is the 
educational ad verttaement. 

I would suggest In the' way of 
determining upon the amount uf the 
ppropnation to be spent during the 
ear in advertising that perhaps a 
nir estimate would be 1 per cent, of 
the capital stock of the Institution. 
I'hia. of course, must be governed 
by oonditiona and a bank with $50. 
DUO capital may find it adviaable to 
spend two or three tboueand dollars 
In advertialng, In the courae of a 
year, while a bank with $1,000,000 
capital m'ght obtain good results 
an expenditure oi only one-half 
one per cent. 

•Let me auggeat one other thing 
in connection with advertialng, aud 
that is, that advertialng, no matter 
carefully the advertisements 
are prepared, how judicious the 
placing of this advertisement mav 
oan prove 'successful unless 
there is a thorough follow-up sys- 
tem. In other words, vour adver- 
tisements can only bring people to 
you direot or by inquiry, and it is 
then up to you through your own 
personality or through carefully 
■rded periodical letters to secure 
their business, and whatever cam 
patgn you decide upon, above all 
tbluga, atiok to it.

"Hut's the Theory of Dr. Gardi- 
ner—What to do With Them 
is a Question. 



HUNDREDS OF INSANE IN THE 

STATE PENITENTIARY 

That at least 40 per cent of 
the convicts in the utate peni- 
tentiaries! ar« insane, is the be 
lief of Dr. T. W. Gardiner, ot 
Mudisonville, a member of the 
State Board of Control of Char- 
itable Institutions. - He made 
this statement during a recent 
meeting of the board in Frank 
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Lexington. He escaped from 
that institution shortly after be- 
ing put there and nothing has 
been heard of him since. 

Dr. Gardiner does not take the 
position that the insane crim 
uals should be confined in a lu 
natic asylum, however. He be 
lieves that they are where the) 
belong when they are iu the peu 
Herniary and thinks that they 
would be out of place in a asy 
lum, but he declares that they 
are defective mentally. Dr, 
Gardiuer rather surprised the 
members of the board by the 
position he takes regarding con 
victs and the criminally insane 
and while they may agree will 
him, they are not at all prepaied 
to take care of all ti e criminally 
insane in their institutions. 

In fact, that is a mooted ques 
thin. The insane criminals are 
not wanted anywhere. The 
asylums say they have no place 
to ooirflna the criminal who is 
insane and the penitentiary au 
thonties say that the pemtunti 
arv is not the place for an inaati 
man. The question of what t 
do witO the criminal iuaat) 
probibly will be put up 10 tit 
legislature at its uext sessioi 
au I thai body will be asked t<> 
miko tome provision fur 
m >n who commits • crime while 
deprived of his reason. 

There has been friction be 
tween the Buard of Control ami 
the pnsou authorities for some 
years over the iii6anp convicts 
ami the asylum officials have in 
timated, very strongly, that 
•owe of the men seut to the asy 
taw from thj penitentiaries are 
not insane. They say some ot 
the men were ■bunmiO|| while 
others merely were cranky. Tl e 
prison authorities say that the 
awlums refuse to believe th 
the convicts are cruzv becau 
they do not want to have the 
care of them, where they have 
no place in which thay ci 
•afely confined. When a 
escapes and get3 clear a*ay 
asylum authorities are convi 
tbat he wa> sane or he c mld not 
have eeoape I.— Frankfort News.

_A DELICACY 

Carcas in Out-door Cold Storage 
Four Years Feeds Explorers 
—Raw. 

ARCTIC EXPEDITION THAT 

WENT WITHOUT EQUIPMENT. 



New York, Nov. SO.-Lnte^ 
reports to the Museum of Natural 
History from the arctic expedi- 
tion eont out two yearn ngo un- 
der Dr. R. A. Anderson and V. 
Stefansson, indicate the explor- 
ers will be back in New York in 
a month. The expedition has 
gathered a mass of valuable in 
fotniation and thousand' of epec- 
imans to illustrate the manner 
and customs of the little brown 
Eskimos of the Mackenzie delta. ( 
■eUottiti "Taos lormollik." 

The scientists literally "turnen 
Koftmollik," or adopted the life 
or the Kograollik tribe, living as 
they do, eating the same uncook- 
ed food and in every other way 
adhering to the Kograollik cub 
totns as far as possible. 

Their latest report tells how 
they passed Thanksgiving day in 
1909. They were trekking across 
country and had exansted their 
■apply of food three days before. 
Starvation seemed facing them, 
wh»jn they came across the car- 
oasfl of a whale on the beach. 
The whale had been dead about 
four years, but, says Stefansson 
io his letters, they were glad to 
cull over the remain*, and found 
the selected portions "delicate 
and satisfying." They feasted 
on frozen whale and bludder for 
fifteen days and resumed their 
travels. 

The Stefansson, Anderson ex 
pedition differed materially from 
the usual expedition iute the arc- 
tic wilds. Usually such expedi- 
tions provide themselves with a 
complete outfit for avoiding the 
rigors of the frozen North. But

TUNNEL DRAINS BI6 MINES. 

A Three Mile Bore Through Pike s 



Completion of the BrJOMVell 
drainaire tuuuel at Cripple 
Creek, Col., in generally retard 
ed as the most important devel- 
opment of the year in Colorado 
mining. The cost lull been $000, 
000. 

It will drain the mines of the 
district to a .lepth of 780 feet b*. 
low the present irate! levl, and 
it will make available for eco 
inimical mining ore bodies the 
estimated truss value of which is 
1 192,500,000. 

Compared with the expense of 
pumping, the cost of driving the 
tunnel has been insignificant. 
According to figures furnished 
by T. R. Countrymau, the engi- 
neer in charge of construct ion, 
there were 50,000,000 gallons of 
water per vertical foot in the 
basin to be drained. 

To this there was a coustant 
addition of 1,000 gallons or irore 
per minute. 

Ou the basis of $100 per mil- 
lion gallons, the cost of pump 
draiuage would have been $5,000 
per vertical foot or $8,700,000 to 
the tunnel level. 

And after the basiu had been 
drained it would have been nec- 
essary to provide for raising from 
1,000 to 2,000 gallons per minute 



to a height of 780 feet. 

Concerning the rapidity and 
extent of the drainage that will 
tM accomplished by the Imii.el, 
opinions differ. 

It is certain, however, thai M 
immediate results can be expect- 
ed except in the El I'aso mine. 
After the El Paso tunnel was! 
completed, the water lowered | 
about eight feet per month. 

Mr. Countryman does not ex- | 
pect that it will drop more" than 
I en feet per month by the new 
tunnel. 

At this rate, it will be nearly a 
year before the mines recover 
the first level below the present

This done, the owners will 
have au ample field for develop- 
ment aud production until the 
drilling of the next level down is 
complete. 

The total length rtf the tunnel 
from the portal to the main wa 
ter course just beyond the con- 
tact between the granite and the 
eruptives iR approximately three 
miles. 

It has been driven through the 
hardest kind of rock — Pike's 
Peak granite-— and so solid is the 
formation that except for a few 
feet at the portal no timbering 
has been required. 

The size of the tunnel will per- 
mit its use for transportation 
with a double track, but this will 
not be practicable unless a mill 



is built at the portal to handle 
the ore. 

Whether the tuunel will be 
continued thtoogh the eruptive* 
of the old crater in which the or* 
di posit* of the Cripple Creek 
district occur, has not been de- 
cided. 

In the opiniou of the engineer 
in charge, this will not be essen- 
tial to its success as a drainage 
enterprise, but would be justified 

by its value for development.

THE PASSING Of THE OCEAN TRAMP 

Liners Now Run to All Parts of the World and 
Are Crowding Wanderers From 
Ocean Highways. 



Origin of Term "Tramp," and 
How The e Vessels Operate. 



FEW UNDER AMEKICAN FLAG 



In New York— Down in an old 
fashioned office overlooking: the 
water front, where the official 
chronicler o f t h e dwindling 
American me reliant fleet has hie 
headquarters and where retired 
a captains drop in every day to 
rap yarns about the pood old 
days before 40,000-ion boats and 
five-day trips across the Atlantic 
were dreamed of, they were talk- 
ing the other day about the pass 
iog of the good ship Philadelphia. 
A threeline dispatch in the morn 
ing papers had conveyed to all 
the world the announcement that 
the sailing-ship Philadephia, of 
1,080 tons burden, built in New 
York in 1849, had been sent to 
the scrap heap. To most of the 
world, passing for a moment 
over this brief obituary, the in- 
formation had been meaningless. 
A few elderly readers perhaps 
recalled some incident in the 
eariler career of the old sailing- 
ship, her record as oue of the 
crack boats in the trans-Antlan 
tic trade 60 years ago, her ad- 
▼entuous voyages aiound the 
Horn or her hair-breath escapes 
as a blockade runner in the civil 
war. Only the few grayhaired 
men in the old-fashioned down- 
town office grasped the chief 
significance of the announcement 
which lay in the fact that the 
breaking up of the Philadelphia 
marked the raising of the last 
fullrigced ship of American 
registry. She was the last sur 
vivor of that great of Yankee 
clipper t hips that (Jotted the 
Seveu Seal with its sails three- 
quarters of a century ago and 
whose boast it was that they 
could out sail or outfight the 
■hips of any other nation as 
occasion might require. 

The old captains discussed the 
matter a little sadly as though 
they felt a personal loss at the 
passing of an order wish which 
many of them had been identi- 
fied.

Sail 
can't stand afore steam. The 
liners took the cream of the busi- 
ness aud the steam tramp came

ning to all sorts of places where 
they never used to go, the tramp 
has got mightv little show left. 
The liners took away the West 
Indian trade and now they've 
taken the South American ttrde. 
Pretty soon they'll take the rest 
of the trade with Australia and 
the east aud then the tramp will 
be where the sailingship is now 
— on the scrap heap." 

Whether this prediction is 
likely to be realized for many 
years to come or not, may be a 
question. There are mauy 
tramp vessels— a few sail but 
mostly steam— plodding the high 
seas sail. There are many out- 
of-the-way corners that the liu 
era are not likely to penetrate 
soon where the sharp-eved wan- 
derer can pick up profitable 
cargo. But it is true, beyond 
question, that a decided change 
has taken place within the past 
few yeas in the handling of 
ocean traffic. The business is 

panding, is being organized 
and systematized in accordance 
with the methods that prevail iu 
other lines of human industry. 
The great maritime companies 
are seuding their fast boats to 
ports and over routes that form- 
erly had to depend upon the 
casual service of the tramp and 
the tramp is being crowded into 
the backgrounds, off the main 
routs aud into the less desireable 
trade just as the sailing ship was 
crowded out a generation ago 
when the operation of tramp 
steamships was in its prime as a 
profitable business. Romance 
undoubtedly will be the ioser by 
the change, but the commercial 
interests of the world will be the 
gainer, for it is resulting in the 
more rapid aud more economical 
conduct of the great business of 
the world's products. 

Origin of Tramp 

The tramp as a distinctive class 
of ocean steamship is ot British 
origin, and its greatest numbers 
still hail from the British Isles 
aud from the Scandinavian coun- 
tries of northern Europe. The 
term was originated to apply to 
the freighter of the type that fig- 
ures frequently in Kipline's sto 
ries. They were brought out in 
the period of the great expansion 
of steam navigation during I he 
latter half of the nineteenth cen 
tury. The early ones were "the 
cheapest things that could be 
made to float." Cheaply built, 
they were as cheaply outfitted 
from the sales of refuse naval 
stores and cheaply mauned by 
sailors who could not get a berth 
from respectable agents. They 
disregarded the requirements of 
the Plim8oll marks, and every 
severe gale sent numbers of them 
to the bottom. Hundreds of them 
are rotting now in the depths of 
the Atlantic, and, as an old navi- 
gator phrased it, "there is a ridge 
of them extending from Bilboa. 
Spain, to Cardiff and Swausea, 
where they ran in the coal and 
iron ore trade." Thus, in its 
origin, the tramp was a true out- 
cast of the sea, combining the 
greed of conscienceless owners 
nd the recklessness of worth- 
less mariners. They represented 
the get-rich quick idea in the de- 
velopment of ocean trade, but 
mauy of them were so rottenly 
constructed that they defeated 
their builders' purpose by going 
to the bottom in the coarse of 
their first few voyages. 

Later on the name tramp lost 
its sinister significance and came 
to be applied to any steamship 
that followed no rejrular route, 
but went wherever cargo was to 
be had. It is in this form of a 
cheaply operated but substantial 
vessel the tramp survives today, 
picking up the crumbs that the 
more aristocratic liner is too busy 
or in too much of a hurry to 
claim. 

The United States I, .« had lit- 



tle share in the development ol 
the tramp steamer. Its rise took 
place in the period following th' 
Civil war when the American 
people were too much occupied 
with the problems Hiid profits ol 
internal development to pn\ 
much attention to the compara- 
tively modest returns from ocean 
trade. Few of these vessels have 
ever voyaged under the Ameri- 
can flig, and these few are now 
mostly on regular routes. The 
typical tramp, however, usually 
Ijiu* the British or Norwegian 
flag, though pretty nearly crowd- 
ed e>ff the well traveled lanes of 
the North Atlantic, is a familiar 
sight in manv ports. She follows 
no fixed route, but goes wherever 
the call of trade is heard. In this 
respect she is like the Yankee 
clipper and those other earlier 
ships of sail which she has dis- 
placed. The tramp may start 
from a British port with a load 
of machinery for Brazil, proceed 
next to New York with a cargo 
of coffee, run in ballast to New 
Orleans, aud there take on a con- 
signment of cotton that will car- 
ry her back to her starting point. 
Or she may traverse all the Seven 
Seas in her trade peregrinations 
before turning her prow toward 
her borne port. Captain and 
crew seldom know when they 
start on a voyage what remote 
parts of the world thev may not 
visit before they see their home6 
aud families agaiu. 

Tramp Declining 

The influeuce that is forcing 
the tramp steadily iuto a less aud 
less conspicuous and important 
part as a carrier of the world'r 
trade is the tremendous develop 
m3nt within recent years of the 
modern ocean liuer with her 
great speed, her huge cariyin: 
capacity, and her regular routes 
and sailing dates. 

Some kinds of traffic can wail 
i time aud tide, but other kino- 
must i:o straight through regard 
of all other conditions ex 
cent the necessity of reaching the 
ppointed goal in the shortest 
possible time. The tendency of 



modern business is to include as 
larger and larger proportion of 
the multiplying objects t>f (he 
international exchange within 
this classification. As trade and 
wealth have increased the num 
bet of persons from any one coun- 
try who desire to travel to other 
count ries for pleasure or profit 
lias grown tremendously. To 
meet these demands the present 
fleet of great ocean liners In 
been developed, growing ever 
1 ir;ier, swifter and more numer- 
ous. A hundred swift liners 
comprise that fleet that regularly 
pies between New York and the 
ports of northern Europe and the 
Mediterranean. Half as many 
more run from thiR city toother 
parts of the world. Of the vast 
commerce pM«»ing through 
this port scarcely one-tenth is 
carried by tramp steamships. 
Great liners carryiug hundreds 
of passengers and thousands of 
tons of freight travel in all the 
important trade routes. The shii- 
per prefers them, for he knows 
when his goods are to leave port 
and when they will arrive at their 
foreign destination. Their rates 
arD as low as the tramp cau give, 
their course in transit is f ar 
Bwifter and more certain, and 
time means money to the shipper 
uuder such circumstances. Thu< 
the tramp is crowded off the main 
highways and must seek a living 
in ports less well supplied with 
transportation facilities or iu 
lines of trade where time is a 
negligible factor. 
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There is never "dead stocks" 
in u store that does "live adver 
tising."
